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comparative failure. Men arc not as much 
led by money as by other motives, especially 
in military afftire, and the State that can do 
nothing authoritatively do-.s nothing at all. % 

We ask in vain for the rear ou ot this change. 
It it could be shown that it was as good as 
the lawful plan, it would be a sufficient ob- 
jection that it was not constitutional, but it is 
not even 6hown or pretended to be as good. 

la seeking motives we are compelled to go 
outside of the ostensible ol j ct of the bill. 
It was not only intendedto raise andkeep up 
the army .but a furtht r object wss to break down 
every barrier ef States riehts before the enor- 
mous power of the Federal Government. 
Jts object was political, and it is but one of 
the very many similar attempts to overthrow 
the Constitution and erect upon its ruins a 
tremendous, irresponsible, consolidated Gov- 
ernment. 

Before such a power civil liberty is simply 
impossible. The mere weight of so much 
authority vested in one person would neces- 
sarily crash out every spark of freedom. 
Complexity is essential to republican govern- 
ment. Checks and counter-clucks on every 
hand are absolutely necessary to protect and 
preserve the rights of the citizcH. A despot- 
ism is always simple, ami the concentration 
of all the power Into a single branch of the 
government is the most emphatic despotism. 
It is not necessary to assume that the estab- 
lishment of this wa3 directly aimed at in the 
preteat eacsertptioa act. It is quite enough 
to show that it is one step on the road to that 
result, and one following many others. 

For considerations such as these we judge 
that it would be wiser in every way to rep«l 
so much of the conscription act as vests the 
power of raising and officering the army in 
the hands of the Federal Government to the 
exclusion of the States. We believe it will be 
better for the cause, more effective in obtain- 
ing mcD, and it will remove a grave 
cause of dissatisfaction. Indeed, we were of 
tne opinion that the President in his last call 
intended to refer back to the original law, 
but since we have seen it semi-offi dally de- 
clared that the Adjutant General's report of 
the States is not to be the basis of the con- 
scription, we have been compelled reluctantly 
to belitve either that such was not Mr. Lin- 
coln’s iutention, or that he is misunderstood 
by the Provost Marshals. 

In either case the only safe way we can 
perceive is for Congress to pass a law modify- 
ing the couscription act, aEd framing it agree- 
ably to the Constitution. It will thus avoid a 
conflict that is apt to arrive sooner or later, as 
in Pennsylvania, where the act has been pro- 
nounced unconstitutional by the State courts.

We must 
remind those who till us that revolutions 
never go back, that the process ol disiutegia- 
tioa may Deyer go back; that when revolu- 
tions aim at something ahead of the sge, that 
they are apt to go f »r back beyond the point 
they start from; that all prospects may prove 
deceptive; that it is wise to seek peace whilst 
tbe power to wage war remaim; lor, &3 Mr. 
Lincoln said truly, you can’t fight always.
